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Women's Union Agrees To Pay 
Greater Share of Student Costs 



The Women's Union Exe 
cutive yesterday moved that 
it is prepared to pay a great- 
er share in the upkeep of 
t lie present students'Union 

This decision was reached after 
a consideration of the factors in 
volved and it was felt that the 
main concern of the Women's 
Union should be the maintenance 
of the present Union Building 

The chief reason for paying 
equally has been cited by various 
members of the students' society 
as equality of opportunity for men 
and women in the Union. 

NOT TO BE EQUAL 

. However, since at least two men 
are receiving room and board be- 
cause of their positions, which are 
not open to women students, and 
since Royal Victoria College main- 
tains facilities duplicated by the 
Union, the executive felt that the 
proportion of fees assigned should 
not be the same. 

The executive further stated that 
a different agreement would have 
to be reached for a new Student 
Centre. In the mean time, they 
will continue to take positive ac- 
tion and present definite financial 
proposals at a later date. 

, FEE BREAKDOWN 

At present male students pay 
$14 ,to the Students' . Society, of 
.which $9 goes to the SEC, $3.50 
to .the Students Union end $1.50 
to the Dally. Female students pay 
$10.50 to the Students' Society of 
which $9 Is allotted to the SEC 
and $1.50 to the Daily. The remain- 
in? $3.50 goes to the Women's 
Union who keep $2,50 and give $1 
to the Students' Union.

As candidates campaigned up to the very last moment, 
and scrutineers swarmed around polling booths, students 
managed to work up enough interest to cast 41% of the 
eligible votes in yesterday's campus-wide elections 
This was a decrease from last 



year's 42.4%. Only two positions 
were acclaimed as compared to 
six acçlamations last year. 
SSC RESULTS 
With 33% of the Arts and 
Science students voting, Irwin 
Cotter and Gordon Echenberg 
were chosen to represent their 
faculty on the Students' Executive 
Council. In the School of Com- 
merce, 50% of the faculty voted 
resulting In the election of Ma- 
rion MacOougalL. In the faculty 
of Engineering, Sol Polatshefc 
and Jack Utsal scraped a majority 
out or the 23% turnout demon- 
strated by the Engineers. 57% 
of the eligible law students cast 
their votes, and chose Murray 
Greenwood as their represent- 
ative to the SEC Irwin Korn- 
bluth was chosen to represent 
the faculty of Medicine as 28% 
turnout was registered. The school 
of Architecture showed the keen- 
est interest, as 587» of its mem- 
bers voted. The final returns reg- 
istered a tie between Moshe 
Safdie and John Duvernet. As we 
go to press, no report has been 
received on how this deadlock 
will be decided.

Then he defined the two party 
system as one which provides one 
party with a clear majority in the 
House of Commons. He pointed out 
that the faults of a multi-party sys- 
tem were factions continually 
wlrring and a lack of decisiveness. 
The two party system "had stood 
the te.it of time", he declared, and 
had given stability, responsibility 
and .'continuity, j 

Hecnan, the first speaker for the 
Negative, stated the three practi- 
cal ills, as he saw them, in the two 
party .system. There is, he said, 
no difference between the two par- 
ties and "everything triumphs but 
ideas". Next, he emphasized the 



fact that the third parties are the 
groups that produce • original 
iaeas. Third, he said'that the two 
parties have only .material object 
lives and try to ''out-bribe" the 
voters. - ' . . •' 

Mr. Grafftey. speaking for the 
Affirmative, slresscd the fact that 
the. multiple parly system causes 
coalitions and minority govern- 
ments. Also, he added that "since 
1867. - only • two parties - have pre- 
sented a truly national policy". 

SHEPPARD CONCLUDES 

Claule-Armand Shepphard coun- 
tered by stating that the multi- 
party system had worked in other 
democracies, such as Switzerland- 
He continued to state that the ar- 
gument of efficiency used by the 
Affirmative was merely a disguis- 
ed appeal to' self-interest and ex- 
pediency. Thus lie concluded : 
"supporting the resolution' will 
mean the victory , of expediency 
over intellectual integrity". r

firmative side as victors.

Wilfred Queen-Hughes, a lead- 
ing member of the Winnipeg 
branch of the' Canadian Institute 
of International Affairs, opened 
discussion by saying that the ge- 
nius and perhaps the failure of 
the Commonwealth lay in its abi- 
lity, "to find formulae for avoid- 
ing things". 

Then in complete disagreement 
with the main conclusion reached 
by the student delegates, Queen- 
Hughes said that "Compromise 
is the solution the Commonwealth 
puts forwards for all differences. 
"He felt that this habit would 
lead eventually to the gradual 
dying out of those differences. 

Britain's attitude to the Com- 
monwealth was both chided and 
commended by the various dele- 
gates. Somo thought She was to 
paternalistic acting as though

Vindication 



We are glnd that the federal government and that 
of Quebec nave' resolved their dispute over the thorny 
question of federal grants to that province's universities. 

But we are also glad that the government of Quebec 
held out for the kind of deal it is now getting. • 

And we hope that the Ontario legislature goes ahead 
with the idea of putting grants to its universities on a 
similarly province-centred basis — an idea in which 
Premier Frost has already expressed some interest. 

Quebec, a province consisting mainly of French- 
speaking Catholic stock, a minority group in Canada 
but a minority group which must be guarded if a 
recognizeable Canada is to be mantained, has, of course, 
a special mission to preserve her autonomy jealously. 

Rut it holds true* in almost any corner of the world 
these days that the individual, the family and many sorts 
of cultural and religious groups are in grave danger of 
being ignored in the symmetrical sweeping plans of the 
Big State — and we refer to the more or less democratic 
and capitalistic states as well as others. 

In fact, we feel that the Big Corporation and the 
Bin Union have their share in furthering, this trend. 

We doubt if it is exactly what they had in mind, 
but the authors of the British North America Act gave 
us an excellent bulwark against this overwhelming 
bigness in the dominion-provincial-municipal govern- 
mental set-up which we have inherited. 

Especially in a field which has much to do with 
moulding individual lives and minds as education, w'e 
feel that this. bulwark is too valuable to throw away — 
even in the interests of finding a quick, easy way to 
give our universities the extra money which they 
undoubtedly need. 

When the late Prime Minister Duplessis of Quebec 
complained that through the grants the federal govern- 
ment was tending to infringe on the rights of his pro- 
vince, he was, we think, right. 

And when he said that the very fact that Ottawa 
had money to give to the universities showed that 
Ottawa was stealing money from his province, we still 
think he was right. 



And we believe that to maintain the cultural 
integrity of the Canadian educated man, to lessen- the 
influence over our education of those who are not imme- 
diately concerned and to preserve our separate cultures 
which must to some extent remain seperate if we are not 
to lose whatever it is that makes being Canadian valuable, 
the province shotild remain the largest unit exercising 
anything that smells like control over universities as 
much as the municipality must remain the bulwark of 
democracy in the primary and secondary schools. . 



A REAR 




"Actors arc n breed apart" said 
the well-bred Miss Roeberta Beatty, 
currently directing the Players 
Club's "Epitaph For George Dil- 
lon." 

Miss Beatty had arrived for re- 
hearsal, shaking Hie rain from lier 
head vigorously, her wrist bangles 
chattering like a subway train. 
"Brrrr!" said he, continuing in the 
onomatopoeic vein, "Wish, at least, 
that it was snow!" 

She laughed aloud, a deep throa- 
ty laugh that begins fur inside, and 
looked quickly around the room to 
see if anyone was missing. 

She was introduced to a new- 
comer: "How do you do, darling?" 
and without waiting for a reply 
swept back to her coat pocket for 
a package of American cigarettes. 
She lit the first of a chain. 

A brief discussion in low tones 
with the producer, throwing back 
her jacket, putting her hands on 
her hips, she announced that the 
first scene was to begin. "And no 
dialogue mistake!" she said. 

Miss Roeberta Beatty had ar- 
rived. 

Rehearsals actually begun, Miss 
Beatty paces quietly up and down 
the room, smoking incessantly, 
while ihe, actors go through their 
scene. She stops them occasionally 
to throw In an idea, an inflexion, 
or some "business." . Then she 
stands stock-still, waiting to see 
Ihe effect of her innovation, becom- 
ing, suddenly intense and annoyed 
it it doesn't strike her as well as it 
might; laughing quickly if the idea- 
ls successful. 

A flash of anger if an actor 
forgets his lines; a stubborn lit of 
temperament if someone is . late; a 
smile of pleasure if a scene is 
carried well. Miss Realty acts the 
directress — wholly intent upon 
Ihe emerging play and vet never, 
unconscious of her own movement 
and appearance. 

Always immaculately dressed, 
and forever wearing a cloche hat 
that descends over her forehead 
and trespasses on the nasal regions. 
Miss Beatty gives the impression of 
severe actorial discipline. She has 
nothing of the "arty" about her 
overall appearance, but only in her 
voice and in her manner. 

A temporary break in rehearsals 
brought her to our table. 

"Actors are a breed apart" she 
said (and this is where we came 
in). "I don't think I've ever met a

single actor of nierit who has had 
a placid personality. You see the- 
re's a compulsion to acting; a 
raison d'etre, and actors are always 
driving, energetic, Vital people". 
She instanced Christopher Plum- 
mcr, a personal friend of hers (as, 
indeed, is practically every known 
figure on the Broadway stage). 
"Now I think Chris can be one of 
the finest actors in the world today, 
lie is certainly the most versatile, 
entertaining and serious actor in 
New York." And his personality, 
says Miss Beatty, is just that: in- 
tense and exciting. 

ACTING TALENT 

"How can you tell", we asked 
"if an actor is going to be any 
good?" 

"I can tell in two minutes if an 
actor has any talent", she replied, 
"The spark is there!" A flourish 
with her bangles and a newly lit 
cigarette: 'The spark is there, and 
it waits to be discovered. People 
have often come up to me and 
asked: should 1 go into theatre? 
I always say" — her voice drops 
to a basso profundo — "I always 
say: do you have to? If their ans- 
wer is no — then they shouldn't" 
It all ties in with actors being a 
breed apart. 

"Why' 1 we enquired "does one 
become an actor?" (Which is a 
pretty Victorian question . . . but 
we live in Canada.) 

"An actor becomes an actor be-, 
cause he has to. It, is a compul- 
sion". Actors are, after al!, a breed 
apart. 

."And what about this artificia- 
lity that they carry into their pri- 
vate — and hence' other people's — 
lives? The theatricality of their 
social existence : is this wholly 
permissible?" 

Miss Beatty smiled quickly: "Cer- 
tainly, darling!" Actors are a breed 
apart. 

"Epitaph For George Dillon" we 
remarked, "is not reputed to be 
the best of Osborne's plays. What 
is your own opinion, of it?" 
* "Well, 1 prefer this play to any 
of his other ones. It has n drama- 
tic effectiveness, a strength of char- 
acterization and dialogue that is far 



.•■ml away higher than Look Back 
In Anger or- The Entertainer". 
However when George Dillon open- 
ed in London it was received cohsly 
by the Press (i.e. journalists, not 
the Masses) as an immature and 
less worthy work than Look Back 
In Anger. Miss Beatty disagrees 
with these views: "In George" she 
says "Osborne has said everything 
that he said in Look Back in Ange/, 
but with more dramatic impact, 
and with a better dramatically 
constructed play." The climax, to 
George Dillon, is reputed to be a 
brilliant theatrical experience. 

Roeberta Beatty (and the pro- 
ducer insisted, that we spell the 
Christian name with an "e") began 
her theatrical life in musical co- 
medy. "1 was precipitated into it!" 
It was only later in her life that 
she turned to the dramatic theatre 
where she played in numerous 
Broadway successes — and her leg- 
itimate share of non-successes. 
"Can you name some?" "Oh God 
no! I've played in so many showi 
in my life I couldn't possibly name 
any specifically," she replied. 

However, she did, when pressed. 

She was the original princess in 
"The Student Prince" during -ra 
opening Broadway run and, says 
she, it was her greatest m omen? 
in theatre. 

. "The play and the entire cast 
were such a success on opening 
night that the audience stayed in 
the auditorium for 25 minutes af- 
ter the final curtain applauding 
and crying Brayo!" she recalls. 

And during her lengthy career 
on the ' stage she has met and 
known most of the greatest thea- 
trical personalities. She talks (lan- 
guidly, and in a deep contralto 
voice) of Chris (Plummer), Elia 
(Kazan). Kim (Stanley). Leslie. 
(Howard). Johnny (Van Druten). 
Helen (Hayes) and a host of 
others. - r 

"Who" we asked "would you 
rank as. the three greatest actors 
in the world today?" 

She wouldn't commit herself, 
but allowed that Sir Laurence Oliv- 
ier and Sir John Gielguid probably 
rated- A female great? "No... none. 
We suggested Helen Hayes, but 
Miss Beatty didn't agree. "But Kim 
Stanley — yes, there's a great act- 
ress. Did. you see her in Tough 
Of The Poet? A brilliant perform- 
ance." 

"What about Leslie Howard?"

McCill students an ill have 
the opportunity to hear a most 
striking and unusual concert, 
when one of the first public 
performances of electronic 
music in Canada will be given 
in Moyse Hall on Monday, No- 
vember 30 nl 8:45 p.m. • 

Four composers are contributing 
works to the programme : Dr. 
Hugh LeCaine and Dr. John Bow- 
sher, both electronic engineers at 
the National Research Council in 
Ottawa, Karlheinz Stockhauscn of 
Cologne, Germany, and 1st van 
Anhardt, Professor of Composition 
at the McGill Conservatorium of 
Music. 

Dr. LeCaine is one of the great- 
est authorities on electronic music 
in the world and has pioneered 
the study of this trend in musical 
development in this country. Karl- 
heinz Stockhausen is undoubtedly 
the most important exponent and 
composer of electronic music today 
and has sent a tape-recording of 
his works from Germany for this 
concert. This summer Professor 
Anhardt was invited to spend two 
months in Ottawa at the National 
Research Council's laboratories in 
order to compose the work which 
will be heard on Monday. 

NEW DEVELOPMENT 

Electronic music is still a com- 
paratively recent development in 
musical thought, since it has only 
come into prominence within the 
past ten years. Now, however, It 
is recognized in Europe as a new 
art form and is hailed as the 
greatest development in music to 
appear in the last 23 years. 

To appreciate the new sounds 
which form the basis of electronic 
music, the listener must divorce 
himself completely from the tra- 
. ditional noises which, at present, 
he recognizes and accepts as mu- 
sic. Electronic music is an innova- 
tion, and, as such, requires adult 
understanding and thoughtful ana- 
lysis on the part of the listener. 

' COMPARISON USELESS 

Comparison with traditional mu- 
sic is valueless, since it is in the 
inherent nature of art to change 
its form and reappear In the idiom 
of a changed society. And in a 
society in .which science plays 
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such a vital Tole, is it not natural 
that the modern thought should . 
find expression in music ? It is « 
for us, as members of such a 
society to make the effort to un- 
derstand and. appreciate its artis- 
tic manifestations. 

Music produced by electronic 
means is, after all, nothing unu- 
sual. Gramophone records and 
electric guitars are both examples 
of sounds reproduced electroni- 
cally, but in these cases the aim 
is only to reproduce, or at most 
modify existing music. 

Tn that type of music which we 
specifically term "electronic mu- 
sic", however, electronics are ta- 
ken much further. Here the actual 
sounds which go to make up the 
music are engineered in a labora- 
tory, recorded on tape and finally 
built up by the composer to form 
the^ finished work. 

The Nvorks in Monday's prolam- 
ine have been chosen to represent 
the two main schools in electronic 
music today. 

'MUSIQUE CONCRETE' 

The first trend, known as "Mu- 
sique Concrete", originated in Pa- 
ris in the early lOSO's. Here, 
sounds caused by natural objects 
or persons, for instance the noise 
of breaking glass, or a drop of 
water falling, are recorded on tape 
and treated electronically. That ii 
to say that the tape with the sound 
of the drop of water falling is 
run through at higher and lower 
speeds than normal. The increase 
or decrease in speed cause the 
sound frequencies to change -and 
higher or lower tones are produc- 
ed. (The same result as is obtain- 
ed by playing a 45 rpm record at 
78 rpm.) 

Then, if the three sounds pro- 
duced in this way are played 
together, a three part harmony is 
formed. This is a simple example 
of the synthetic nature of this 
genre. 

The second trend is that of elec- 
tronic music proper, where the 
original sounds themselves are 
created by. electronic devices. 
Here, perhaps more than any- 
where else, preconceived ideas of

The- long-awaited women's swimming 
pool in Royal Victoria College becomes rea- 
lity today with the official opening by Dr. 
F. Cyril James, Principal and Vice-Chan- 
cellor. 

. Highlight of (he ceremony will be the unveiling 
of the Strathcona Windows, stained glass representing 
thj men associated with the founding and develop- 
ment of early Canada given lo the College by an 
"fcnonymous donor. The three windows, "Montreal", 
"Quebec" and "Rupertskind", have been taken from 
the dining room of Lord Strathcona's old house on - 
Dorchester Street. . 

The new pool and associated -facilities arc mo- 
dern, lightflooded and beautiful. One's first impres- ' 
sion on entering is of light pouring through the stained- 
glass windows, casting shimmering reflections in the 
ctill green water. Two entire walls are a sunny 
yellow, while French beige, white and blue combi- 
nations make up the remaining wall area. 

The pool itself is 75' x 35' standard length, with 
five lanes. It wilL provide recreational SNvimming 
for all women students, alumnae and women staff 
■ members. In addition, all required physical cdtica- 
' tion classes In swimming and diving will be trans- 
ferred from the Sir Arthur Currie pool to RVC. 
PHYSIO CLASSES 
Special provision has been made for classes in 
Physical and Occupational Therapy, and a large 
oupboard has been reserved for therapeutic équip- 
aient. 

However, competitive SNvimming and the W.A.A. 
Water Show will be continued at the Currie pool, due 
to the large space In the' bleachers there for spec- 
tators. 

Included in the new wing are offices for the 
-jwknmlng director, the Women's Athletic Association 



and pool attendants, locker and shower rooms and 
the engineers' room (not to be confused with the 
Iron Ring room in. the Plumbers' Palace). All offices 
are bright and cheerful, with built-in cupboards and 
shelves. While we were being shown around, work 
was still proceeding on the installation of furniture, 
painting and cleaning. It appears much last-minute 
rushing is necessary so that the opening will be a 
success. 

Seven hairdryers and large mirrors will greatly 
facilitate the efforts of women using the pool in 
quickly losing the bedraggled look so common 
amongst that sex when emerging from the water. 
Present women's facilities at the Currie pool include 
only four hairdryecs. 

EXCAVATION 

Actual excavation of the pool began last October, 
but much preliminary work occurred before this 
date. Architect Gait Durnford. contractors J. S. Hew- 
soii and Son and engineer Thomas Anglin are 
chiefly concerned with the construction. 

. At the opening today, members of the Board 
of Governors and their wives, women professors, 
all fourth year women students, executive members 
of the Women's Union, Women's Athletic Associa- 
tion and Royal Victoria College, and Red Wings- 
will be present. 

The pool opens for recreational SNvimming Mon- 
day, Nov. 30. Hours are 4 to 10 pm until Dec. 18, 
after which they will be increased. Women students 
using the pool must present their student card, which 
will give them Use of a locker and towel and bath- 
ing suit drying' service. Students may invite guests 
(girls over 16 years of age) to use the pool at a 
charge of 50 cents. (Entrance is through the muin 
front door of RVC — go down stairs to basement, 
• turn right.)

TONAL DIFFERENCES 

We are abla to distinguish the 
difference in toni bctNveen the 
same note played on the piano 
and the clarinet because the au- 
dio-frequencies of the notes are 
the same, though the machinical 
actions required to obtain them 
are different.

These are the 
simplest tones which can be 
achieved, since the instantaneous 
transformation of electronic fre- 
quencies into sound requires none 
of the mechanical action employed 
In traditional music.

Professor Anhardt described this 
phenomena as the impression 
made on the senses by the sound 
of a wind blowing through trees 
by the sea. Each leaf .and branch 
is making a sound of a different 
pitch and the sea in the back- 
ground provides the lower register 
notes. The overall effect is similar 
to that caused by "White Noise." 

This has been an attempt to ex- 
plain some of the broad outlines 
of electronic music. More detailed 
information can be obtained dur- 
ing the "Question-Answer" period 
which will follow Monday's con- 
cert.

The big blitz, the fast 
nnil furious campaign to 
find positions for graduat- 
ing engineers and scientists, 
gets underway on January 
4, and lasts till January (5. 
To date 1 , it lias attracted 
companies, - a considerable 
increase over the eighty- 
five which took part last 
year. 

Holding as many Interviews 
as possible during a short 
period of time is a relatively 
new idea. It has proved very 



beneficial to the students, how- 
ever, since the interviews are 
held at a time when there arc 
no lectures in progress. The stu- 
dents are more relaxed when 
they don't have tn watch the 
clock and more students have a 
chance to be interviewed.

lurgical Engineering, particip- 
ated fully in the program. 

The Placement Service docs 
not operate only for the benefit 
of Engineers and Scientists. 
Arts students and Commerce- 
men arc interviewed all through 
the year, although they do not 
participate in the January rush. 
Engineers seem to be the most 
fund of interviews with a total 
of 271 making 1G08 appoint- 
ments last year. 

The fact that the number of 
companies participating is grea- 
ter this year than ever before 
indicates that there may very 
well be more positions avail- 
able. 

The Idea of a concentrated 
campaign is as much to the ad- 
vantage of the employer as it 
is to the employee. The com- 
pany has a chance to settle pos- 
itions earlier in the year, and 
less time is wasted over late 
appointments. 

AH students dc not partici- 
pate since many summer jobs 
turn into permanent positions 
upon graduation. 

One further advantage must 
be taken Into consideration. 
Girls take note. During the 
blitz It is always possible tn 
distinguish a fifth year engin- 
eer or a graduating scientist. 
They actually wear ties. 

The National Employment 
Service also adds to the oppor- 
tunities available for student 
placement. For the first time 
the NES will extend its ser- 
vices to graduates. In the past 
they have been available only 
to undergraduates seeking part- 
time employment. In agreement 
with the university authorities, 
they have been available only 
trained and experienced per- 
sonnel to the work. 

At McGill where we already 
have a Placement Service the 
NES works' in "conjunction with 



it. With all the services avail- 
able for graduating students 
and undergraduates also, it is 
felt that a larger number than 
ever before will make use of 
these facilities, especially dur- 
ing the blitz.
